Additional War Itema. 

Austrian Operations on Lake Haggioro. 

The Austrian war stoamors ai'u criiisin^ 
iibout Luke.

'bat doing little damage. 

The war steamer Eadotzky appeared

Two Austrian war steamers arrived at 
Corfu on the 23d, without hindrance.

The army of the east, otherwise the Ar- 
niy of Observation, is to bo inoreased bv 
IfjO.OOO men. 

Talleyrand Peregord, a nephew of the 
great Talleyratul, has b(!eii appointed 
French Minister to Xa|des, the French 
Ooveramont having recognised Francis 
First OBrKing of Naples. 

England. 

Active nogooiatipnB have been in pro- 
gress botw'oori the' Cabinet of 'St. James 
iind that of Lisbon, ?ince the fact that 
.Spain bad concluded a treaty -with France 
litid bcciiinu known. 

According to this treat.v Spain engages 
to increHse her army to 2o0,()()t) nion to cu- 
oporato with tho oUios iu case the war 
Bhould become European. 

It is reported n secret Vlniisc of the treaty 
iillndes to the evoidniil piirti'iim of Portu- 
gal, and pli.'dges the aid of Franco to secure 
tho possession of the Inland of Cuba to 
Spain.,- , 

Under the inllucncc of tho danger which 
tbreatcna Portugal by this alliance, the 
Cabinet have adopted the policy of Englaml, 
and declared her neutrality in the present 
war. 



Atlantic States. 

The United Statics steamer Watcrwitidi, 
nnil the stcann.'r Fulton, recently retunicd 
from , the Pnruguny expedition, are being 
refitted, and will shortly bo dispatched to 
the gulf of Mexico. The home s(|uaihdn is 
t(, be furtlH'i' iiu'rcascd by the frigate 
.Sabine, whiidi will also bi> sent to tlic (iiilf. 

The Aibaiiiistration have adopti'd vigor- 
ous measures in n.'gurd to ^Ic.xiran ailairs, 
aud the same policy of intervention wliioii 
has been ndopted towards Tnmpico in tho 
instructions to tho sloop of war Brooklyn, 
will, it is said, bo adopted elsewhere, 
whenever tho interests of Amoricau citizens 
require it. 

Twelve officers of the United States army 
have obtiiinod leave of absence, for the pur- 
pose of visiting Europe and taking lessons 
in the art of war. In addition to (ho twelve 
army officers. Col. Cook, of tho United 
Dragoons, and G(d. Thayer, of the Corps of 
Kngineei-s, b.uvu obtained leave of absfiiec. 
Tiiey go to tho seat of war to observe the 
military opciutions now in progress. 

Tho lion. John .Slidell, of Jvjuisiana, has 
been appointed Minister to France, in place 
of Mr. Mafon.re^igQed. 

The sleamcr Fdinhiirgh, which sailed 
from Now York to Glasgow^ having struck 
an iceberg, jnit. into ,St. John N. F.. Jun«5' 8, 
in a sinking condition. 

The Mississippi river is 21 feet above low 
witter mark, and is doing immense damage 
to property at various places along its 
shores. 

The steamer John Lnwton, running on 
the Savannah river, was blown up by tlie 
explosion of one of her boilers, .lune ',), kill- 
ing tho captain, mate and six other others, 
and wounding a largo number of pas.sen- 
gers. 

.Joseph Charlcss, an old resident of St. 
Louis, was shut down upon tho street, June 
.'ill, by u nnin named .loseidi ^V. Thornton. 
Great excitement )U'evailcil in conseiiiieii.'c 
of the nuu'ilcr, and the niilitary were i-allcii 
out to protect the. jail in which tho pri.soncr 
was lodged, nnd to prevent the mob from 
taking sunuuary vengeance upon tho crim- 
inal. 

The most distressing accounts continue 
to come in of tlio suHering at Pike's I'cak, 
even extcmling to caimil)a]'.sni, and m\ir- 
dors are c(uiinion. Yet in the fare of the 
tliousaiids of returning and starving emi- 
grants, it is asserted by many that the 
gold will ]iay for tho digging. 

The .Secretary of State has lately, in re- 
ply to an interrogatory, stated tliiit the 
na'turaiization of foreign born citizens in 
the United States, will not jirotect them 
from tho claims to their services in tinu! of 
war by Governments under whose jurisdic- 
tion they have been born, and subsequent 
to their' naturalization placed themselves. 
The same principle was recognized a few 
years since, w hen a Sardinian subject was 
taken from on boanl the U. S. steamer 
Wabash at Spczzia, having .emigrated to 
this country before tho expiration of his 
term of military service. 

SOUTH AMEEICA.

Peru.

Bolivia. 

From r)./li\ia we have peaceful accounts 
of the siau? of the itcpublic. President 
l>inare/. was about convoking a special I'ou- 
gress at Sucre, Un- the. purpose, o!' resij;n- 
iiig the ilictaturial |iowcr with whi(di lie 
liad been invested. The liberty of tho 
Press had been re-established, and certain 
franchises granted ..t0 i,tho mining districts 
ofCorocoro. ' 

Ecuador. 

Quito and Cuenca had pronounced against 
the government of Uobles, tho latter has 

liecu enabled to suppress tlic movement re- 
sulting Iron said jironiiuci'imi'nlo-f by sub- 
mitting the question id' the residency to the 
force of arms in Cuenca. In conseipicnce 
of this detm niination. Gen. Kios made an 
attack mi General 'farl'aii, resulting in a 
cuiisidcrabb' luiiiiljer ol wounded and killed 
— among the hitter bi'ing Glmi. Tarfan him- 
self. 

Later from Venezuela. 

]5v wav of Havana we Iiave new,'; from 
Caracas, "to tho 8th ult. 

Gen. .Toso Maria Zainora encountered 
the revolutionists on tho 10th, near Santa 
llarliara ; they wore about 1500 strong, in- 
(dnding 800 cavalry and 2 field-pieces. 
Aftcrashiirt ong.-igement, Zainora routed 
them, witii a small loss on his side, the 
rebels losing 32 killed, '.) wounded, and 4.57 
taken prisoners, besides arms nnd nmUni- 
tion. 

Another Zainora, leader of a revolution- 
ary party, attacked IJariuas with 12 men, 
and was repulsed by Gen. Kscobar. Gen. 
Silva, with .'i.'iUO men, was in pursuit of Za- 
niora's jiartv. 

On the 2;i"d of April, tho castle of Mara, 
caibo was taken by the prisoners, but on 
the 2rith surrendered for want of provisions. 

On the Oth nit. the liouse of Mr. Bing- 
baiii, tlie foriiicv liritisli Minister, was 
seuridied, and arms being found there, ho 
was sent to prison. Since the full of ilou- 
egas he has not ceased to conspire against 
tlio government. 

A revolutionary movement is anticipated 
in Caracas, but the authorities are well 
jireparcd to ]uit it down. Gen. PaCZ is es- 
pecti'd fioiii Yairuii'ia, having' been sent 
for by tlio President. ' .
